‘When the British fag was holsted on the island 
of Hongkong fifty three years ago, this island of 
“fragrant streams,” as the Chinese poetically 
style tt, was Inbabited chiefly by native fisher. 
men who doubtless, when times were bad, alded 
and abetted the hordes of plrates who Infested 
these and the relghbouring shores of the 
province cf Kwangtung.
